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STUBBORN TARIFF MAKERS 





ERBFUSING TO SEE ANYTHING 


BuT GOOD IN THE BILL. 
MANY BUT OF NO 
AVAIL—TOBACCO MEN WHO DO NOT 
WANT TO BE RUINED. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—Nothing short of a 
general election will be of any use to convince 
the Republicans of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that the Tariff bill they have just ap- 
proved and published is not just the thing 
they were elected to make. They have repeat- 
edly told the epponents of high duties who 
eame before the committee that the people 
voted in 1888 for protection, and that it will be 
the aim of the committee to give the people 
fall measure of protection for the votes they 
east for Benjamin Harrison and the Republican 
candidates for Congress. 

One of the men who in the last campaign 
paraded with New-York business men for Har- 
rison and who is now here asking the Repub- 
licans not td ruin the tobacco-leaf business by 
giving it too much protection, says that ho has 
received a great deal more than he bargained 
for. He knew that protection was to be spelled 
with a big ‘‘ P,” but he has come to the conclu- 
sion, after one hearing before the committee, 
that he may be compelled to use the big ‘ P” to 
spell paralysis for the leaf-tobacco and cigar 
trade ifthe Ways and Means Committee does 
not show a different disposition. That is the 
opinion of a man who has been ‘here with a 
party of business men that has been heard. 

What will be the feelings of the thousands of 
business men who cannot come to Washington 
in person? They may send letters of —* aint 
to the committee by the cord, but they will not 
effect anything. Nothing but personal applica- 
tions will be of usé now, and a good deal of it, 
and it rests with the committee to say whether 
the hearings on the different items are to be 
held over again, aa ye (4 must be if the commit- 
tee is to yield to the advocates of reduction, for 
the other side will demand to be allowed to 
give their reasons for the imposition of the 
high rates reported by the committee. 

Written protests are not likely to be heard of, 
particularly if sent to the Republican members 
of the committee, If sent to the Democratic 

members they will be much more likely to be 
active, for they will not be concealed from the 
newspapers, and, when the time comes for using 
the arguments contained in them in the House, 
it will be ipteresting to be able tosay that the 
petition of Republicans who object to being 
ruined by too much protection had to be sub- 
mitted by the party that was supposed to have 
no interest in the prosperity of American buai- 
ness men. 

It is perfectly well Known that the Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee are receiving a great many remonstrances 
against the schedules submitted as the best 
judgment of the majority of the committee as 
to the needs of the country. Some of them are 
known to be hot and strong in their denuncia- 
tions. There is no whisper that such 1s the case 
by any of the members. The assurance from 
every one of them is that the bill is extremely 
satisfactory, that it will not be changed, and 
that they will stick to it, as one of them said 
this morning, ‘like a, dog to a bone.” 

The publication in Tuy Times of articles set- 
ting forth the complaints of New-York and 
Massachusetts business men against the out- 
rageous schedules of the pill are easily dis- 
posed of by the Republicans of the sommittee. 
They of that the complaints do not appear in 
the right papers. They are all in Democratic or 
Mugwump papers, that are given up to “free 
trade” and the acquisition of ‘British gold,” 
*“ You do not see any of these complaints,” said 
& very sanguine and bigoted protectionist from 
the State of New-York, ‘‘in the 7ridune.” That 
may indicate, to the business man who hap- 

ens to read these lines, that the Ways and 

eans Committee is ascertaining the wishes of 
the people of New-York through the Jrivune, 
and that the tunes that that organ does not 
af are not worth knowing. 

The indifference of Mr. McKinley and his as- 
sociatgs on the committees to the appeals of the 
Republicans who are getting too much protec- 
tion is delighting the Democrats who hear of 
the complaints and know what answers they 
receive. Itie not the business of the Democrats 
to interfere. It.is the majority that is making 
the dill te establish and promote American in- 
austries. If the legislative shoe pineshes any- 
where, let the cobbler who made it do the alter- 
ing. It will be time enough for the Democrats 
to interfere when the bili gete into the House, 
and then they may feel constrained to allew 

ihe Republicans to suggest the direetions in 
which relief may be extended, by a modifica- 
tion of the duties proposed to be imposed by 
Mr. Dingley and Mr. McKinley. 

Massachusetts is still hopeful of changes, 80 
{a California, and so are other States. But if 
hides are taken off the dutiable list for Massa- 
chusetts, Armour and Gov. Gear and the 
Westerr men, who asked for the duty, together 
with Mr. Blaine, who insisted upon it, the 
“symmetry” of the bill will be destroyea If 
Valifornia secures her demand that sugar be 
put at 25 per cent. all the Western States will be 
disappointed. There is not so much ‘fight’ as 
talk in the Republican ranks. A good deal of the 
Jighting talk heard will be used up in a caucus, 
and the bill will be pressed by the Speaker with 
as much vigor as he displayed when insisting 
upon his right to count the minority to make a 
quorum. 


A large delegation of excited and anxious 
cigarmakers and.leaf tobacco dealers was 
heard this morning by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The first thing that these tobacco men wanted 
te see, When they reaehed the committee room, 


was Representative La Foliette of Wisconsin, 
the “friend of the agrieulturist,” who pro- 
poses, as & way of compelling cigarmakers to 
use only American tobacco for wrappers, to 
have ail imported — —— tobaceo perforated 
and rendered useless for wrappers. Mr. La 
Follette was not present, and the regrets ex- 
pressed showed that he had aroused the curi- 
osity and wonder of many of bis fellow- 
citizens. 

The delegation was a notable one. It repre-

The y West men directed attention to 
the fact that the bill increases the duty on 
Havana wrappers from 35 cents to $2 per 

ound, and makes all packages of ‘filler’ con- 
aining any “ wrappers” whatever pay duty ae 
“wrappers.” As tobaceo is packed in Cuba, 
they say, there is no bale or package of “filler” 
which does not contain some ‘ wrappers”; 
hence all Havana tevacco, wrapper or filler, 
will have to pay duty at the rate of $2 per 
—— This will destroy the manufacture of 
ayana cigars in the United States. 

There are 198 licensed cigar factories in Key 
West, whose output during the year 1889, not- 
withstanding the strike which lasted three 
months, was 95,000,000 cigars, nearly all of 
Which were manufactured from Havana leaf. 
This industry, which commenced in 1868, has 
steadily inereased, and to-day from $80,000 to 

100, are ty ou; weekly for wages. A 
opulation of 25,000 isdependent on it for a 
ivelihood. The proposed iucrease of duty will 
strike a death blow to this !mportant manu- 
facturing centre, compel its workmen to return 
te Cuba, the vast capital invested to be with- 
drawn, and consign its factory and other build- 
ings idleness and decay.

Dnited States at a reasonable price, they will 
purchase those importea from Cuba at a greater 
cost. Such a duty on Havana tobacco as that 
proposed will destroy the American factories 
for the sole benefit of manufacturers in Cuba. 
It will deprive wage earnera of material, do 
good to none, harm to many, and is uncalled for 
by any interest in the United States, either 
agricultural, commercial, or manufacturing. 
The protesters against too much protection 
did not ask for any reduction of duties. All 
they were anxious for was that the existing’ 
rate be not changed. They were willing that 
all precautions should be adopted by the Gov- 
ernment to prevent fraud upon the revenues, if 
that was complained of, and that severe penal- 
ties be imposed to dissuade fraudulently-dis- 
posed persons, 
The committee did not venture to suggest 
that 1t was useless for the cigar men to talk, as 
it might have done, but told them to put their 
requests and suggestions in writing and submit 
them later.

OF PROHIBITION. 


IOWA REPUBLICANS WHO REJECT IT 
AS A PARTY PRINCIPLE. “ 
Des Mornes, Iowa, April 2,—The State Oon- 
vention of the anti-Prohibition Republicans, 
held here to-day, proved to be not only a large 
but a very interesting gathering. Over twenty 
counties were represented by 171 delegates, 
among whom were many Republicans who 
have been prominent in the party counsels in 
the past. 
The primary object of the convention was to 
further protest against @ blind infatuavion for 
prohibition, which the originators of this eon- 
ference believe has resulted in the election ofa 
Democratic Governor, and which threatens to 
permanently give the State into the control of 
the Democratic Party. The representation to- 
day, while coming frem many interior counties, 
was largely contined to the river eounties 


whieh were strongly Republican before the pro- 
hibitory policy was adopted. but in which the 
Democrats are now so largely in the ascendant 
that the Republican organization is about ex- 
tinct. Thus Scott County, which gave 2,500 
majority for Garfield and 3,800 for Boies, sent 
BP a delegation of 10. Des Moines, Lee, ma) 
Clinton, formerly strongly Republicans, bu 
now even more strongly Democratic, also sent 
large delegations. It is in those counties where 
the liquor traffic is unrestrained that the 
crushing effect of prohibition felt the most. 
The * settled ſey,“ as the last publican 
platform called tne F—— question, has 
not only wiped out the control of the tiquor 
traffic in these counties, but it has well-nigh ex- 
tinguished the Republican Party as well. 

One of the expected arrivals to-day was ex- 
Gov. Kirkwood, but illness in his family kept 
him home. He sent, hewever, a letter jn full 
sympathy with the object of the convention, in 
which he expressed the opinion that those who 
passed the present law and those who now sus- 
tain it have made a grievous mistake, 

‘*Personaliy,” the Governor say#, “I amin 
favor of local option and high license with 
stringent regulations... [tavor this policy, be- 
cause I believe it B ar better promote the pub- 
lic welfare thai the present law does, 
put some of our prohibition friends say, 
if such a ehange shall be made A 
the present law, the Republican Party 
will never carry an election in Iowa again. 
Well, that looks to me very much like an at- 
tempt at bulldozing, and the Republican 
States never took kindly to that mode of argu- 
ment. They do not seem to be ‘buil@hat way.’ 
The policy bas been pureued for some years by 
extreme Prohibitionists in Republican States 
that have not —— prohibition, and is now 
threatened here. It has not won in the past, 
and I think will not in the future.” ; 

The reading of thie letter wag loudly ap- 
plauded. J. N. M. Colliag otf Keokuk, until a 
year ago a strong Prohibitionist, was ehosep 
permanent Chairman. The Committee on Res- 
olutions submitted a report declaring allegiance 
to the platform of 1888, recognizing the liquor 
trafiic as requiring regulation, but insisting 
that the object of such regulatien shall be to 
mitigate the evils of intemperance; declaring 
that prohibition does not accomplish this, and 
sheuld, therefore, be abandoned. The res-

lican member of the Legislature at tull liberty 
to act with respect toit as hisjudgment may 
direct. The General Assembly is therefore 
asked to amend the Jaw so as to give the choice 
of license or prohibition te such counties as 
prefer either way, and it is insisted that future 
latforms be so constructed that all Repub- 
icans can stand honestly upon them and as- 
sist in restoring the party to complete suprem- 
acy in the State. 
The magnitude, temper, and spirit of the con- 
yention is causing the Republican Prohibition- 
ists a good deal of uneasiness.

A LIVELY CANVASS IN PROSPECT FOR 
BOTH PARTIES. 


NASHVILLE, Tennz., April 2.—The Democratic 
State Execative Committee will meet in this 
city to-morrow to eall a convention for the 
nomination of a candidate for Governor to suc- 
ceed Robert L. Taylor. The Republican Execu- 
tive Committee has already called a convention 
for June 18, but it is not known whether the 
Democratic committes favors the calling of a 
convention before or after the Republican as- 
semblage. Itis believed, however, that it will 
be held in July or August, as the farmers wish 
it called for a time that will not interfere with 
their operations. 

The Hon. W. L Clapp and Col. Josiah Patter- 
son of Memphis and Col. Jere Baxter of Nash- 
ville and Mr. J. P. Buchanan of Rutherford 
County are the avowed candidates for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination. The Hon. Julius A. Trous- 
dale of Sumuer County and Congressman Mc- 
Millin and ex-Indian Commissioner Atkins 
have declined to permit their names to be con- 
sidered in connection with the nomination. 

For the Republican nomination the Hon. W. 
R. Moore of Memphis and the Hon. James A. 
Warder of Chattanooga have been mentioned. 
The coming contest promises to be the liveliest 
in any year and every move made by either 
nig € is anxiously watched. The Prohibition- 
sts May play an important part. 








CORNELL'S RACE WITH BUWDOIN. 

ITRAOA, N. Y., April 2.—The race between the 
university crews ot Cornell and Bowdoin, which 
has been projected for some time, has been def- 
initely settled on.

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RESULT OF THE FIRST DAY'S 
FIGH1 IN OHIOAGO. 
BROKERS EMBARRASSED BY THEIR IN- 
© ABILITY TO SEND QUOTATIONS AND 
OUTSIDERS SERVED AS USUAL. e 


CuroaGco, April 2.—The firat day of the latest 
effort of the Chicago Board of Trade to suppress 
the buoket shops, by abolishing its quotation 
department, ends ina distinct victory for the 
shops. The latter obtained their quotations 
without apparent ditfioulty, and the members 
ef the board were put to endless trouble in ob- 
taining quotations and transmitting them to 
their customers. 

It istrue thatin some instances the quota- 
tions posted in the bucket shops did not agree 
with those made on the floor ef the board, but 
they were substantially correct, were obtained 
and bulletined in less than half a minute from 
the time they were made on the floor, and fur- 
nished a basis for the biggest day’s business 
the shops have donein months, The bueket 
shop proprietors said they obtained their quo- 
tations from the runners between the big board 
and the open beard, and they probably did. At 
all events, they had them and seemed to be 
satisfied with the situation. 

Many members of the board were anything 
but satisfied. For the first time in over a quar- 
ter of a century a Chicago merehant or broker 
was unable to send a telegram from the floor 
of the board. It had to be transacted through 
@ messenger, Who would take a message to a 
customer or a quotation on the market from 
the floer of the board to a telegraph office down 
stair® The dig space allotte4 heretofore to the 
telegraph companies was empty, and tbe 
different trading pits were dotted here 
and there by small boys employed by 
the telegraph companies to collect quotations, 
The officers of the Board of Trade soon ordered 
the boys to stop this, however, and members 
who wanted quotations were compelled to 
gather them themselves and hand them to mes- 
senger boys, who thereupon rushed frantically 
down the stairs and left them im the various 
offic: The quotations were then put on the 
blackboards as usual, the only difference from 
the old order being that they were posted less 
frequently. 

The indicator dials, so long the arbiters of 
the nervous wheat pit, were still and valueless, 
and the fluctuations of the market could only 
be gauged through groups of traders or from 
little crowds in corners. It had Leen openly 
given out that clubs or associations of members 
would be organizea and, by employing report- 
ers, keep outsiders fully informed on the 
market changes. This was frustrated by post- 
ing in conspicuous places in the board roo 
the folfowing notiee: ‘* No slub, pool, or associ- 
ation of members will be permitted, directly or 
indirectly, to collect market quotations on the 
floor of the Exchange.” The notice was a iiteral 
copy of a resolution passed by the Board of Di- 
— This upset the plane of the houses 
which had clubbed together for the collection of 
figures for their own use, and it demoralized 
for a time the schemes of the outsiders, 

The opening bell started the business of the 
day with arush seldom seen. With no indica- 
tors to guide the traders, the excitement and 
confusion was great. Those who had not been 
in the pit for weeks were struggling with others 
todo business. In wheat the day was one to be 
remembered. Yet the officers of the board pro- 
fessed to be satisfied with the new order of 
things. Said President Baker: ‘“‘The final re- 
sult Will, I think, justify the position taken by 
thé Directors of the board.” 

Secretary Stone said: “The volume of busi- 
ness transacted to-day was unusually large, 
and although it may have been carried out 
under some temporary inconvenience, that 
will adjust itself im a _ short. time.” 
Ex-Congressman R. W. Dunham expressed 
about the average sentiment when he said: “I 
was Very much inclined to doubt the advisabil- 
ity of the action. If all the leading Exchanges 
of © country were to join with ug 
in the fight, we could soon beat the 
bucket shops, but while New-York and 
other large markets stand prepared to 
furnish their quotations, outsiders will trade on 
them, in my judgment. Nevertheless, since the 
position has been taken Iam willing it should 
have a fulland fair trial in order to settle the 
question detinitely.” 





Tho action of the Chicago Board of Trade in 
shutting down on quotations yesterday caused 
no embarrassment on the New-York Produce 


Excisnge. Business was transacted there on 
® loca: basis very successfully, and the trans- 
actions ~*7s “nueually heavy for this time 
of the year, there being 6,300,000 bushels 
of wheat and 4,800,000 bushels of corn 
bought. It was said that there were 
some large buying orders received here from 
Chicage. There was no lack of Chicago quota- 
tions here, however. They were received plen- 
tifully ‘enough through private sources. It 
was understood that the 8 at Quotation Com- 
pany offered in the morning to serve th cur- 
rent Chicago prices, but the Exchange did not 
care for them.

THE EFFECT IN OTSER CITIES. 

2.—The local stock and 
grain brokers, who have lost their means of op- 
taining quotations through the action of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, are ata loss to know 
whattodo.

resume business before very long. Quotutions 
were posted to-day by three firms having pri- 
vate wires to Chicago and New-York. Outside 
of these firms there was little done in the 
brokerage business in general stocks. 

Kansas COITX, April 2.—Although the Chicago 
grain quotations were not displayed on the 
board of the Exchange to-day, every grain 
dealer and commission man was informed as te 
the exact state of the Chicago market. Every 
fluctuation in prices was reported with the 
same accuracy and ————— that characterized 
the serviee before the Chicago board ceased to 
furnish quotations. The dealers gained their

MEXICO IS PROSPEROUS. 


THE MESSAGE OF PRESIDENT DIAZ TO 
CONGRESS. 

Crry oF MEXICO, April 2, via Galveston.— 
Both houses of Congress were opened last even- 
ing. The two branehes held a joint session in 
the Hall of Deputies, Sefior Ortiz Montellano, 
President of the House, presiding, to receive 
the President’s message. President Diaz, es- 
corted by a détachment of troops, arrived at 
6:30 o’clock. Several members of the diplo- 
matic corps were present at the session. 

In his message the President say’ thatthe 
internal and external relations of Mexico are 
peaceful, and that good effects are expected to 





‘follow the deliberations of the Pan-American 


Conference for the New World and the Mari- 
time Congress at Washington for the nations 
atlurge. The message refers to the apology of 


the United States Government for the slight- 
ing remarks of Consul Mizner when he pre- 
sented his oredentiais to Costa Rica, and estates 
that the United States has promised to take 
into considerationithe protest of Mexice against 
the bringing of Apache prisoners near the Mex- 
ican trontier. The Government at Washing- 
ton, the message says, has refused to consider 
th» proposition of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
—— for the acquisition of Lower Cali- 
ornia. 

His Excellency draws attention to the decis- 
ion of the United States courts in the matter of 
the fraudulent Abra Weil claims, and states 
that the last installment of the debt to the 
United States was paid in January last. It is 
expected, however, that a part of this money 
will be refunded, owing to the bogus nature of 
some of the claims. The recognition of the re- 
pudlic of Brazil is spoken of, as are also the 
offer of the Spanish Government to protect 
Mexican interests in Morocco, in“whieb gountry 
there is no Mexican representative, and the in- 
erease in mortality during the month of Jan- 
uary from la grippe, which, however, has @is- 
appeared. Roference is made to the increase 
in postal facilities and the poe from postal 
aues, and it is recommended that lower rates 
of postage be charged. Good results are ex- 
pectedin the future from the packet post ar- 
rangement with England, a similar arrange- 
ment with the United States having worked 
well In the past. 

The drainage of the Valley of Mexico, the 
President states, is progressing favorably, and 
reference is made to the good work of the 
Pedagogic Congress. The completion of the 
Mexican Centra! Railread’s branch to Tampico 
is announced, and itis stated that active work 
is-going on on the Interoceanic, Monterey and 
Gulf, Yucatan and outhern, and Tehuantepec 
Railroads. Mexico, President Diaz saye, will 
encourage railroad building as being a work of 
progress. Work in the harbor of Vera Cruz is 
going forward satisfactorily, and favorable 
reports have been received from the engineers 
in charge of tlie work in the harbor of Tam- 

ico, where operations are being pushed. The 

ederal telegraph system ig in a flourishing 
condition, 938 kilometers of new lines having 
been erected since September, besides the neces- 
sary repairs having been made, and now, in al 
28,900 kilometers of telegraph lines belonging 
to different companies are in operation through- 
out the eountry. 

The financial condition of the republic, Presi- 
dent Diaz declares, is flourishing, and Mexico’s 
credit abroad is stronger than ever before. The 
message recommends retrenchment in the ex- 
penses of the Government. , 

A number of Krupp cannon have been ordered 
by the authorities. All parts of the Govern- 
ment, the President declares, are working well. 





FATAL MINE KXPLOSION. 
THREE MEN KILLED AND SEVERAL 
OTHERS BADLY INJURED. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 2.—An explosion 
in No. 4 slope at Nanticoke oceurred about 9 
e’clook this morning in the sixth pit of the west 
gangway.

A BIG FIRM SUSPHNDS. 


RHODES & BROTHERS OF THE ASTON 
MILLS IN FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—A special to the Jn- 
quirer says: ‘‘Rhodes & Brothers, operators of 
the Aston, Knewlton, and West Branch Miils, 
in Aston Township, Delaware County, sus- 
pended to-day. Prior to 1881 the firm consisted 
of John B, and Samuel! Rhodes, but in the year 


the former purchased the interest ef his brother, 
Samuel, for $105,000, and in payment gave 
judgment notes. 

“John B. Rhodes is now the sole proprietor 
and owner of the whole plant. His oredit bas 
been of the highest grade, and his business 
ability and industry were common talk in Dela- 
ware County. 

* No one suspected anything wrong until Mon- 
day last, when judgments were entered against 
him to the extent of $55,000, in favor of his 
brotherSamuel. Subsequently other jadgments 
ae entered amounting to $45,800, apd to-day 
the assignment was made to the Delaware 
County Trust Company and Samuel Rhodes. 

“The fatlure is attributed by Mr. Rhodes to 
the general shrinkage in the values of all textile 
fabrics and to the lack of a market for mana- 
factured stock, of which a large amount is now 
stored up. In the absence of a statement no 
definite estimate can be given of the assets and 
liabilities. Tne former are known to be large, 
aud it is believed that Mr. Rhodes will be able 
to work himself out of all difficulties if he is 
allowed reasonable time by his creditors.”

RHODE ISLAND'S ELECTION 


THE NEW SYSTEM OF VOT- 
ING WORKED WELL. 
POSSIBILITY OF THE -ELECTION OF 
DAVIS, DEMO®RAT, AS GOVERNOR— 
RETURNS COMING IN SLOWLY. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 2.—At 11:30 o’elock 
to-night the very brief returns of the Rhode 
Island State eléction at hand indicate that a 
large vote has been cast, and that the election 
of Davis (Dem.) is a possibility. 

The Australian system of secret voting was 
put into operation under most favorable aus- 
piees, as far as the deposit of the ballots is con- 
cerned, and not only proved a welcome change 
from the old order of affairs at the thirty poll- 
ing places, but appears to have worked smooth- 
ly all over the State, and to have mot 
with great favor. There was an air 
of. business about the ward rooms in 
gratifying contrast to the efforts of the 
political pullers and touters under the old 
régime. Now the State furnishes the tickets, 
whioh are only obtainable by the voter after 
his name has been ehecked on the polling list, 
and the possession of one of these official 
ballots outside the voting space is made an 
offense. 

From the delivery of the o Molal packages of 
ballots te the ward officers, in the gray dusk of 
the morning, to the casting of the last votes, 
there was no difficulty in this city which could 
not be overseen by the Warden, or the 
Supervisors, who had been instructed in 
@® body by the City Clerk * regarding 
their action in almost every emer- 
geney. The only relie of the old system 
was the peddling of tickets for members of the 
School Committee, a municipal office which was 
not included on the offieial State ticket. These 
were handed to voters outside the rail. Under 
the old system the party agents could es- 
cort the voeters to th ballot box and 
read the tieket they voted. Now, their func- 
tions were confined writing down the names 
of voters a3 they were checked off, in order to 
send carriages for those who had not voted, 
and in some precinots even this was objested to. 
‘In.nearly all the wards gangs of voters 
fornied at times, but they were admitted with- 
in the voting space as rapidly as their names 
could be it * the Ru—peorvisor who presided 
ever the cheek hist, and after that point had 
been passed there was no sign of confusion in 
the working of the system... The city ward 
rooms had twenty-four yoting booths each, and 
these proved ample to aceommodate all that 


came. 

The Republicans had issued a sample ballot of 
a different color from the official ballet, with 
the Republican nominees printed in bold-face 
type, and the space opposite crossed. This 
appeared to be allowable under the law, but 
the system Was so easy of ‘comprehension that 
its necessity may be doubted. Very few voters in 
the city wards took the allowed time and there 
was no crowding about the ballot boxes. In 
the ceuntry towns some difficulty was encoun- 
ter n getting the agriculturist to compre- 
hend the salient pointe of the new system, and 
reports are coming in whiok only the Guberna- 
torial nomination was crossed. 

There was no reason for any illiterate person 
failing to comprehend the posted instructions 
in the polling booths, and the supervisors were 
on handto aid the illiteraté. Indeed, seme of 
the supervisors seemed to exceed their func- 
tions, for, in one of the wards of Pawtucket, a 
Democratic supervisor assumed to mark ballots 
for voters, and persisted, in spite of protests 
trom Republicans ana Democrags alike. 

. The day was a legal holiday, but, aside from 

the closing of banks and oity departments, lit- 
tle attention was paid to jts observance. The 
general interest in the new system and the 
bright Spring weather — to bring 
out a large vote. ayor Carroll ot 
into trouble in Pawtucket over is 
aouble gates to the polling space. The Supreme 
Court doubted its power to interfere in the 
matter, and se the two gates stood. But 
one cheek list was used by the Super- 
visors, however, and at no time was 
there, a sufficient number of veters 
waiting to make a slew entrance necessary. 
Mayor Carroll himself forcibly opened the sec- 
ond gate in Wara 4 of Pawtucket, and then 
indulged in a wordy spat with the Republican 

arden. There was a conflict of authority and 
the oe" on duty were in doubt whether 
to‘@bey the Warden or the Mayor. Warde 
Duckworth was determined te have the secon 
entrance closed, and the Mayor threatened to 
suspend the Warden and sssume the functions 
himself, and: actually called on voters to come 
forward and deliver their vetes to him. No 
body responded, however. 

Later in the day a Deputy Sheriff stood guard 
over the second gate and, when Mayor Carroll 
remonstrated, he said he was there by order of 
the High Sheritf, and there he staid. ° 

There were not very many ballots spolled in 

marking anywhere, though the count may 
show some defective through unfamiliarity 
with the new system. The work of counting 
the ballots will be long drawn ont, even 
in the smaller towns. Twice or thrice 
the customary time has been required, as 
the ballots cannot now be throern down in 
jles and counted inabunch. In Se aa city the 
ecretary of State had neglect to send 
tally sheets for the counting of the 
Btate ticket, and the ward officers were 
sitting about like Stoughton bottles when the 
City Clerk made a tour just after 7 o’clook this 
evening to see if the counting -was well un- 
der way. A fortunate error of the * 
in printing some of the oity tally 
sheets enabled the deficiency to be supplied, 
however. It is not expected that the full vote 
of this city will be known until long after sun- 
ris6 to-morrow morning. 

Full returns from fourteen towns and eigat 
districts, —— none of the cities, give 
Ladd, Republican, for Governor, 2,720; Davis, 
Democrat, 2,196. Last year the same districts 
gave Ladd 1,558; Davis, 2,422. Returns from 
this eity will be very late, and the Assembly 
ticket will not be counted until morning. 

Twenty-five towns and districts, exclusive of 
the cities, give Davis 5,397, Ladd 4,022 for 
Governor. 

Twenty-five towns ooaipiote give Ladd (Rep.) 
5,747; Davis, (Dem.,) 4,092. This ineludes

in all the elements constituting good citizen- 
ship, honest patriotism, and intelligence there 
is no difference. [Applause.] I bave been led 
to form another conclusien on this visit—onue 
which has beer impressed upon me; a conclu- 
sion which may seem harsh in the first state- 
ment, but history and historical philoseophy 
will declare it good judgment. Providence moves 
in a sterious way, and impresses upon the 
people atitis only through fire and water, 
suffering and sacrifice, that they can arrive 
rapidly st magnificent reaults. As to the civil 
war, after you have forgotten its passions, after 
you have buried in a common grave all vindic- 
tiveness and atrife, after you have recovered 
from the sorrow of persons! loss, you will reach 
a philosophical frame of mind and can calmly 
view the war and ita results. . 

* That civil war advanced the. United States 
of America more than one hundred years in 
the four years in which it was fought. Without 
the oivil war there never would have been that 
unification of ene pooule in one commen ctvill- 
zation with fo erence wen any —— 
vital to society dividing them. Without the 
civil war there would never have been that 
common devotion to a common land ana 
to the Stars and Stripe Without the 
civil war and ita results there never would 
have been this superb development of which 
Ohattanooga is the most magnificent example, 
and you would still be a wayside station—your 
coal and iron buried in the earth, your popula- 
tion a thing unknown, your wealth a possibil- 
ity, and your great matorial strength undevel- 
oped.” [Applause.)}

THE CZAR’S LIFE SOUGHT 


AN ASSASSIN’S NBARLY S8UO- 
OESSFUL ATTEMPT. 

NO PARTICULARS OF THE DEED—REV- 
OLUTIONARY PLANS IMPUTED TC 
STUDENTS AND MANY HUNDREDS 
ARRESTED. 


Lonpoy, April 3.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Chronicle says that a partially-success- 
ful attempt has been made upon the life of the 
Czar. The name of the would-be assassin and 
the kind of weapon used are not known. 5 
Sr. PETERSBURG, April 2.—In consequence of 
the discovery of a conspiracy among the stu 
dents, the university here has been elosed by 
the authorities. Two hundred students pre- 
sented themselves at the institution this morn- 
ing, but they were all refused admission. Tho 
Institute of Technology has also been closed 
for the same reason, and 300 students were te- 
day refused admission to that institution. 
Count Delianoff, Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, has refused to receive the petition recently 
prepared by the students at the university ask- 
ing for a reduction of the entranee fees, the un- 
restricted admission of Jews, and the equality 
of male and female students. Three hundred 
excited university students assembled to-day, 
intenaing tomareh to the Ministry of Public 
Instruction, but the police intervened and 
arrested 75 of them. Three hundred students 
of the Technological! Institute and many pupils 
of the School of Forestry and the Academy of 
Medicine have been arrested for taking part in 
seditious meetings. 

Moscow, April 2.—Fifteen of the students 
arrested here will be tried onthe charge of 
being political revolutionists. Forty-two have 


been expelled from the untversity. Of this 
number thirty-seven haye been allowed the 
right to enter other universities. Forty-four 
wil be subjected to minor punishments and the 
remainder will be released. 

The disorders are considered to be a sign of 
revolutionary plans, in connection with the agi- 
tation in foreign countries regarding the treat- 
ment of political prisoners in Siberia, and the 
recent letter of Mme. Tshebrikova to the Czar. 
It is not thought that the movement has the 
slightest prospeet of sueeess. The masses of 
the people ere thoroughly loyal, and the officials 
therefore strongly deprecate any exaggeration 
of the importance of the students’ manifesta- 
tions. 

Sixty-seven students at the Charkoff Univer- 
sity have been arrested and eleven expelled. 
Order has been restored there. 

LONDON, April 3.—The Telegraph’s St. Peters- 
burg correspondent says: ‘‘The peasanis are 
rising in Riazan and blood has already been 
shed. The agitation is spreading to Finland 
and Poland, and gendarmes and Cossacks have 
been sent to quell disorder. The excitement is 
intense. Everybody sympathizes with the 
students.”

MUBDER IN A MINING TOWN. 











JOHN PRYOR, A YOUNG ROWDY, SHOOTS 
AND KILLS HUGH GRAHAM. 


SCRANTON, Penn., April 2.—John Pryor shot 
and killed Hueh Graham atl o’cluck this morn- 
ing on the principal street of a little mining 
town called Duryea, a short distance from this 
city. There had been a cock-fighting tourna- 
mentall the afternoon atthe sporting saloon 
of Jack Bates, and the event attracted all the 
chicken fanciers ef the neighboring towns. The 
chiexen contest was am unusually exsiting 


affair, and a good deal of bad blood followed 
the slaughter of several game birds. 

Several of the principal participants lingered 
about the saloons of the town until late at 
night, bes themselves with fighting whisky 

proclaiming their determination to avenxe 
the dead roosters. Among the number was 
Jack Pryer, who distinguished himself by at- 
tempting to clean out agin mill Kept by a man 
named Firestine. He seized a chair and eon- 
menced smashing mirrors and windows, when 
Thomas Espey interfered and stepped him. 

Pryor. then left the place accompanied by a 
Hungarian and vowing vengeance on Espey. 
The Hungarian, who is named John Betts, 
sided with Pryor in his quarrel and seemed 
equally anxious for gore. Soon afterward they 
met Espey on the street in company with Hugh 
Grabam, Thomas Robinson, and others, in front 
of Rennhale’s Hotel. Here the quarrel waa re-« 
newed. The Hungarian, who carried a clab, 
showed a —— to beat out Espey’s Drains, 
but the crowd interfered and said there should 
be fair play. Betts and Espey then fought with 
their fists, but they were separated. 

Pryor denounced Eapey in bitter terms. While 
he was doing so the Hungarian thrust a re- 
volver into his hand and hissed in hisear: “ Kill 
him; kili the dog!” Pryor rushed forward with 
the revolver to do the murder, and Graham and 
&@ man named McCarthy tried to stop him. He 
anapped the weapon twice at MeVartby, but 
without effect. Then he turned on Graham and 
at the first shot sent a buliet crashing through 
his left side just below the breast. Graham 
fell on the streot, saying “I’m shot; send for 
a@ doctor!” and in less than fifteen minuses he 
was dead. 

The body was carried into Rennhole’s Hotel, 
where it lay until 5 o’clock this morning, when, 
just as day was breaking, it was borne te the 
shanty near Stark’s Colliery, where Graham's 
mother, seventy years old, awaited the home 
coming, of her belated son, who was her only

ryorand Betts were both arrested in bed 
this morning fer the crime of murder, and com- 
mitted to the county jail in Wilkesbarre. 

Pryor, who is about twenty years old, is a 
young desperado, who a short time ago cut 
open the neck of an antagonist in a saloon 
fight. Betts is also a bad man. Tho trageay 
has caused quite a sensation in all the mining 
hamlets in section.

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A VICTORY FOR HUMANITY 


BHITER CARE FOR THE PAU- 
PER INSANE. 
THE BILL TRANSFERRING THEM TO THE 
CUSTODY OF THE STATE PASSES THE 
SENATE AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 


ALBANY, April 2.—The cause of humanity 
won a great victory to-day. The struggle be- 
tween the boards of County Supervisors on one 
side and common decency on the other which 
has been maintained for three years in tho 
Legislature has been decided, and the Super- 
visors have been put to flight. The Legislatare 
has voted that hereafter, except in the coun- 
ties of New-York, Kings, and Monroe, the 
pauper insane shall be provided for and main- 
tained by the State instead of by the counties. 

For three years this beneficent reform has 
been agitated, discussed, and defeated. It has 
hai nothing behind it butsentiment, It has 
had everything before it to obstruct, to 
threaten, and to kill if that pratal selfishness, 
cupidity, and malignancy could devise, invent, 
and practice. The barnyard politicians were 
its most savage opponents, the men who have 
controlled the county poorhouses aud the loval 
Boards of Supervisors, who have enjoyed all 
the powers that pigmies in polities can attain, 
who have grown wealthy and callous, and who 
Baw in the passage of the bill a loss to them in 
political prestige and, still more painful, a 





diminution in their annual profits. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that mem- 
bers of the Legislature should have 


beeh dragooned into opposing @® measure 
which in their hearts they knew was humane, 
just, and necessary. And in defiance of the 
rues of the Senate one of the county Super- 
intendents of the Poor,a man named Wasb- 
burne of Jefferson County, was allowed on the 
floor during to-day’s debate, partly to see that 


his Senater, Mr. Sloan, voted to protect and 
turther his interests by voting against the bill, 
and partly to prompt the Senators who made 
speeches against 1t. Fortunately, Mr. Wash- 
burne’s Influence was confined to Mr. Sloan, 
his home Senator, and Senator Coggeshall, who 
spoke against the bill. 

That the bill was certain to pass was a fore- 
fone conclusion. Its friends couid count 
eighteen vo.es for it. Col, Brown of New- 
York, who woul@ have voted for it, and Mr. 
Sheard of Herkimer, who would have voted 
againsiit, were the only Senators absent. The 
pian of attack ageinst if was * le. lt Was 
generally known that if it ever tell back into 
the Assembly the bill never would be heard 
from egain. The opposition, therefore, strove 
to inject an amendment. A single one would 
have served their purpose and sent the bill 
buck to the lower house. The friends of the 
bill, under the lead of Mr, Fassett, who 
introduced it in the Senate at the same 
lime that Mr. Acker iptroduced his in the 
House, and who generously substituted the 
Acker bilifor his when it was reported frem 
the Assembly, were determined, as Senator 
Coggeshali said, “to accept no amendment, 
even to the dotting of an ‘i’ or the crossing of 
a‘v.” This programme was sternly lived up to. 

A knot of women consisting of Miss Louisa 
Lee Schuyler and Mrs. Hoyt of New-York and 
Mies Milligan of Buttalo, all of whom are en- 
titled to unstinted praise for their unselfish 
labors 1n behalf of the bill and in manufactur- 
lng public sentiment for it, were interested and 
ADXlvus listeners to the debate. One of the 
best illustrations of Senatorial courtesy on 
record was ailorded by Senator Laughlin’s ill- 
natured vbjectivu to permitting Scnutor Obase, 
Wao Was under engaxement to deliver a speech 
to-nigbtat the Hariom Young Men’s Democratic 
Ciub, to cast his vote for the bill in order to 
take his train. This was in face of the fact that 
Laugbiin had promised to deliver only 3 ten- 
minute spevch, When a8 & mattor of fact he 
cousumed afull hour anda quarter, Mr, Chase 
patriotically missed his train.

The Boards of Supervisors of Chautauqua and 
Cattaraugus are men of influence, tha kind of 
cattle Mr. Vedder seeks, and he moved to ex- 
empl these counties, His Motion Was served as 
the other amendments had been. Brother Er- 
win ot St. Lawrence, which only three yeara 
ago Was given a State insane usylum, had an 
amendment to exempt Lewis County. This was 
beaten. 

The most dangerous amendment came from 
Senator Linson, who wanted tiie State to pur- 
olase the county asylums to be abandoned by 
the counties when the bill became alaw. Sen- 
aters O'Connor, Robertson, and Stadler ad- 
mitted that this was a proper thing todo, but 
iney asserted that any amendment accepted 
now would imperii the bili. The proper course 
10 pursue was to introduce this as » separate 
bill, in whieh event they ali promised to vote 
for it. 

The surprise of the day came on the roll call, 
when Senators Saxton, Erwin, and Laughlin, 
who had upto that time been considered as 
enemies of the bill, cast their votes for it. The

000, was on the order of second reading, aud 
in the absence of the Chairman of the Canal 
Committee, Mr. Loder, Mr. John Martin of 
New-York undertook to explain it In response 
to the request of Mr. Fish of Putnam, He said 
the amount appropriated was about $600,000 
in excess of that of the average fermer year, 
and then be pleased the Republicans by stating 
that this was due to the two-dollar-per-day law 
now on the statute books. Half of the extra 
$600,000 was designed to make up the de- 
ficiency caused in the operating fund last year, 
and the other half was to be applied to the 
deficiency expected this ycar from the same 
cause. 

“Do [understand the gentleman to say that 
the two-dollar-a-day law is responsible for this 
enormous extra appropriation?’ demanded Mr. 
Fish, a gleam of triumph in his eye.

There is a full-bearded, keen-eyed, adroit little

Bince then his 
fertile mind has been at work on a gigan- 
tic scheme. ‘this was nothing more nor 
less than to connect Jersey City with Brooklyn 
by abridge system, one to span the North 
River, the other the East River. His North 
River bill has already passed the House under 
the skiliful guidance of Judge Greene of 
Orange. The second, for the bridge across the 
East River, was ordered to third reading in the 
Assembly to-day under the management of Mr.

MANIFOLD EVILS OF TARIFF 

x TINKERING. 

REPUBLICANS DENOUNCE THE M’KIN- 
LEY BILL AND SAY THAT THEY 
WERE HOODWINKED IN 1888. 


While the representatives in Congress of the 
party of exorbitant tariff are revelingin “a 
saturnalia of protection,” and are endeavoring 
to mortgage the country for years to come to 
the monopolies that supplied them with the 
sinews of war in their last election, the repre- 
sentatives of the leading commercial industries 
of this and other commercial ports are organ- 
izing their hosts and coneentrating their ifort 
for the defeat of the pending measures. As yet 
they are compelled in alarge measure to fight 
an unknown and concealed enemy, for the Re- 
publican Tariff bill has not yet been printed or 
put in shape for publication, but has only been 
proof-slipped for the benefit of the members of 
the Committes on Ways and Means, by the Re- 
publican portion of which it was framed. 

It will be d week before the exact language of 
the measure will be known, bust unless impor- 
tant changes shali be made in it from the terms 
in which it was reported a fortuight ago sev- 
eral of the most important industries of this 
city will be almost destroyed. 

The merchants very generally realize that 
any complaint or protest on their part which 
shall merely show that the import trade of the 
country will suffer éerions or mortal injury from 
the effects of the preposed inerease of duties 
Will have no restraining eftect upon the law- 
makers. But memorials and statements which, 
given widespread publication, will show to the 
millions of consumers at large throughout the 
country who are not the direct dependents and 
beneficiaries of the trusts and monopolies and 
political combines sought to be protected that 
the cost of many of, the necessaries and com- 
forts of life will be inereased beyond anything 
heretofore known, Will have some effeof upon 
them. 

“The radicalg in the protection camp who 
are now holding the party reins and cracking 


the party whip will not hesitate to drive their 
arty to destruction in the effort to carry out 
heir pre-election compact with the monop- 
olista,” said Mr. D. McKeever of BH. Herrman, 
Sternbaeh & Uo, who until this Spring has 
been a Republican. “They = deaf to the 
Veice of conservatism, In all the hearings be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committees but scant 
courtesy has been shown to the commercial

“This has been @ well-dressed country during 
the last six or seven years, because clothing has 
been cheap, notwithstanding the duty on wool- 
en goods has ranged between 50 and 90 per 
cent.

ufacturer has been compelled to pay a large 
duty on the fine foreign wools needed for the 
manufacture of fine dress goods and woolens 
and worsteds, and no wool that would serve as 
a substitute for these wools has been raised in 
this country. The consequenee has been that the 
ceuntry’s demand for fine goods has been sup- 
plied almest entirely from Europe. Now the 
sensible thing to have done in order to destroy 
that import Dusiness in tine weolens would 
have been to remove the duty from the raw 
materiais. Then the American manufacturer 
would have been placed on a better footing in 
his home market than his foreign competitor, 
and, supplying the fine quality of goods de- 
sired at the same or less prices than they could 
have been imported, they would thus have 
driven out the importer without requiring tne 
eonsumers to pay any more for their goods.” 

* An American woman is now able to pur- 
chase a fine quality of wool dress goods, made 
from a gg 4 of wool that is not and cannot be 
produced in this country, at from 30 to 50 cents 
per yard at retail. Under the tariff sebeayic 
prepared by Congressman McKinley and his 
associates these same goods will be more than 
doubled in price, anda dress that would have 
cost $10, making ineluded, will cost at least 
$15. To many people this increase in the cost 
of an ordinary comfort will be prohibitory, and 
will drivethem baek to the purchase of do- 
mestic cotton goods. If it had been de- 
Glared or confessed by the Republicans 
during the last campaign that they would 
increase the duties on both the raw 
materials and the manufactured goeds, so as to 
nearly double the cost of clothing to the people 
or to compel them to go back to the use of infe- 
rior qualities of goods, there is no ane fool- 
hardy enough to believe that the party would 
have been allowed to succeed. But they hood- 
winked the people with a. profession that they 
would ‘correct inequalities’ in the tariff and 
‘reform the tariff? s0 as to do away with the 
surplus, The action of the party in this tariff 
measure is, therefore, nothing less than a swin- 
dle upon the public,” 

What is true of clothing is, in @ large meas- 
ure, true, of carpets. The prices of carpets 
under the gs ae wool sehedule would 
be increased by from 33 to 100 per cent., and 
even in some grades to considerably over twice 
the present prices. “The Americans,” said 
Mr. J. D. Wood of EB, 8. Higgins & Co., “use 
more carpets than all the rest of the world to- 
gether. Larger guantities are produgc? here 
than apy where else, and they aré made better 
and at less eost of manufacture than aes od raged 

lge, but they are made almost exclusively o 

oreign wools. Carpet —** are not grown in 
this country and cannot be grown in this country 
because nof armer will raise carpet wool at, say, 
20 cents a pound when he can raise the finer 
qualities by the same effort and at the same ex- 
pense at 80 centsa pound. The increase in 
the duty on carpet wools is frem 242 cents @ 
pound, the present rate, to 349 cents fer wool 
worth 12 cents a pound or less. For wool worth 
over 12 cents a pound the duty is increased 3 
cents a pound, from 5 cents, the present rate, 
to 8 cents. This would naturally be supposed 
to be an ample increase for any purposes, but 
under the new olassifications provided for in 
the law the increased cost of carpet wools un- 
der this bill will be mueh greater than 1s appar- 
ent from this increase in the rates. Hereto- 
fore wools have been classified as unwashed, 
washed, and scoured. The great bulk of the 
wool imported for carpet-making has been 
washed, but not seoured, and in nearly 
every wool producing eountry in the world, 
except this country, the wool is washed after it 
is clipped from the — Now, this bill pro- 
vides that ‘washed wools shall be considered 
suoh a8 haye been washed wit ater on the 
sheep’s back,’ and ‘wool washed in any other 
manper than on the sheep’e back shall be con- 
sidered as scoured wool.’ This will put all car- 
pet wool that is worth more than 12 cents a 

ound and has been washed after being shorn 

rom the sheep in the schedule of scoured 
woola; and another sestion of the same act

DEALERS DO NOT BELIEVE CONGRESS 
WILL DARE INCREASE THE DUTY. 


Dealers in tin plate in this city without ex- 
ception, so far as can be learned by inquiry, are 
thoroughly disgusted with the provision of the 
MoKinley Tariff bill which proposes to increase 
the duty on tin plate from 1 cent per pound to 
about 2.15 cents, They say there is no justifi- 
cation whatever for any such inerease, but, on 
the contrary, that the propositien far any in- 
erease whatevor is a direct and needless affront 
to the entire population of the country.

ENAMELED KITCHENWARE. 


NIEDRINGHAUS, M. C., HAS A RICH 
‘ PLUM IN THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


The effect of the McKinley bill, if passed, on 
the trade in enameled kitehenware would 
furnish a curious instance of. taxation of 
60,000,000 people for the benefit of a very 
small number by the increase to a prohibitory 
point of aduty that is nearly so now. This 
ware is included in the manufactures of iren 
schedule at present, and pays a duty of 45 per 
cent, ad valorem, figured on the selling price of 
the goods at factories on the other side., The 
proposed bill would make the rate 50 per cent., 
figured on the value of goods and cases, with 
inland freights added, at the point of shipment 
Irom Europe. The making of domestic granite- 
ware was begun about thirteen years ago by 
the St. Louis Stamping Company. Another 
concern, Lalance & Grosjean, at Woodhaven, 
L. L, has entered the field since then, and all of 
this glazed kitchenware is made by these two 
establishments, who are in aceord in the ixing 
of rates and form what is practically a trust. 

About $4,000,000 worth of this product is 
made and sold here every year. It is not very 
durable, the base being of iron, and the profits 
on the manufacture are very heavy.

Iron or steel sheets, plates, wares, or articles 
enameled or 4* with more than one color, or 
ornamented, per centum ad valorem. 

Nearly all of the foreign ware is in blue and 
white, and is more attraetive than the mottled 
graniteware of the American producers. This

The bill introduced in Congress to impose a 
duty on imperted eggs for the protection of the 
American hen finds favor only with a certain 
number of speculators in this city and the 
West. Merchants in the provision trade de not 
see how it will benefit any one besides speoula- 
tors and possibly grocers, who are already mak- 
ing enormous profits, 

While the numberof eggs imported is large, it 
is not quite 5 per cent. of the domestic product, 
which has been steadily increasing every year, 
and stands in no need of protection, The great 
bulk of imported eggs (about three-fourths of the 
whole) comes from Canada, Germany and Den- 
mark send principally limed eggs in Winter and 
a few fresh eggs in the Spring. During the past 
Winter, however, no limed eggs came from 
Europe, and only a few Danish fresh eggs have 
come this Spring on account of the low priees 
that have ruled in the domestic market

The bill providing for State care of the: 
insane passed the Senate at Albany yester- 
day without:change by a vote of 21 to 6, 
which was a greater triumph for humanity 
and sound policy than its friends had dared 
to hope for. The opposition, which had its 
source almost entirely with County Super- 
visors and poorhouse officials, was concen- 
trated upon eftorts to get in amendments 
which would sentl the bill back tothe As- 
sembly, but all such efforis were defeated 
and the bill now goes to the Governor. 
There-can be little doubt of his approval. 
The small politicians of the rural counties, 
who were concerned for keeping control of 
the indigent insane, are not generally of 
his party or of any service to him. The 
bill had the:support of the Representatives 
of this city and Brooklyn, although these 
two cities will be left to take care of their 
own indigent insane besides bearing quite 
half of the expense of caring’ for those of 
the rest-of the State. 

SS A ON OTR TS 

Since 1868 there has “grdéwn up in Key 
West, Fla, a very enterprising and suc- 
cessful manufacture.of cigars from. Havana 
tobacco. From avery small beginning and 
against great difficulties it has made its 
way; it turns out about 100,000,000 cigars 
annually, pays $5,000,000 a year in wages, 
and supports 25,000 people. It is strictly 
and necessarily an.American industry. Its 
materials are imported, heavily taxed, and 
the value put into them is solely that of 
Jabor in the United States. This industry 
the new Tariff bill, which imposes a pro- 
hibitory duty on leaf tobacco suitable for 
wrappers, would simply wipe out of exist- 
ence. The pretext is that American tobacco 
would be substituted for foreign tobacco as 
wrappers, and that is probably sincerely 
believed by the authors of the bill. Itisa 
mistake, but eyen if it were possible, what 
right has Congress, to benefit one class, thus 
cruelly and wantonly to injure another? 





Gen. SICKLES’s resolution to abide strictly 
by the law is of course the only one that 
either an honest or a prudent man could 


take in the Sheriff’s office. The results of 


it, however, constitute almost a more seri- 


ous reflection upon his predecessors than 
the investigation to which they have been 
subjected.

The Larmon-Dempsey Taxation bill was 
'erdered to a third reading in the As- 
sembly yesterday and sent back to the 
committee for a hearing, which will take 
place next Tuesday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
The opposition to this infamous measure 
should make itself heard and felt at that. 
time. It is evident that members of ‘the 
Assembly Committee on Taxation and Re- 
trenchment,.as well as members of the As- 
sembly generally, have no real conception 
of the effect which a law like that pro- 
posed would have in this or any other 
large city. They need énlightenment, and 
if they can be made to comprehend the 
consequences of trying to execute such a 
law all danger of its adoption will be 
averted. One thoroughly well-informed 
advocate of common sense in taxation 
could riddle this measure and’ turn it to 
contempt at the hearing. 

ER RE 
The news that Emin Pasha has entered 
the German.service in Africa and is to start 
back in a:fortnight.to Victoria Nyanza will 
once more turn attention to that regien. 
The additional’ announcement that Capt. 
WissMawNN has forbidden all caravans to 
encroach without permission upon a region 
which he vaguely describes as “the Ger- 
man sphere:of influence” is also suggestive. 
When Emin'marched to the Zanzibar coast 
with STantey he said. that all he desired 
was to re-enter’the service of the Khédive. 
This also seemed in many ways the best 
thing for him to do, especially as the result 
might be the reoccupation of the Upper 
Nile provinces by him in the name of 
Egypt. Now he accepts different employ- 
ment, and not that of the East Africa 
Company, but German official service. It 
is true that Prince BISMARCK lately de- 
clared that Germany and Great Britain are 
in accord in Africa and that the former will 
do nothing to trench on the rights of the. 
latter. But BismMarcK is no longer Chan- 
cellor. However, the presumption is that 
the withdrawal of EmMIN to the coast at 
least did not divest Egypt of any of her. 
territorial rights. 





AND RAPID TRANSIT. 

The continued delay in taking up the 
Rapid-Transit bill in the Senate is attended . 
by constant: rumors of a political deal in 
which it is to be a factor. Whether the. 
politicians of each party are intent upon 
getting political advantage out of New- 
York’s pressing need for rapid-transit‘ 
facilities, or whether those of one party are 
only concerned to prevent the other from 
getting any ‘such advantage, is not alto- 
getherclear. So far aa the people of. the 
city are concerned, they are only anxious 
that provision should be made for rapid 
transit which shall exclude all politics 
from the andertaking. It is of the utmost 
importance that no set of politicians shall 
exercise-any ‘control over it. 
There is apparently no difficulty in agree- 
ing upon the general provisions of the pro- 
posed law, and the only serious question 
relates to the manner of constituting a 
commission which shall decide upon routes 
and plans, lay down terms and conditions 
forthe granting of a franchise, and. super- 
vise the work of construction. Such a 
commission should certainly not congist of 
politicians of any party, but of business- 
men in whom the people would have entire. 
confidence. Senator lvEs is quoted as de- 
claring that he would oppose any measure 
which did.not leave the appointment,of the 
commission to the Mayor of the city,.and. 
he probably represents the position of Tam- 
many men generally. But that position is 
distinctly hostile to the cause of rapid 
transit and therefore.to the interests.of the 
city of New-York. The one thing absolute- 
ly certain is that no bill giving this power 
4o Mayor GRANT can pass the present Leg- 
islature, and it is almost equally certain 
that a large majority of the people of the 
city do not desire it. To insist upon it, 
therefore,zwould be willfully to obstruct 
rapid-transit legislation. 

The Fassett bill as originally introduced 
had no political purpose except to prevent 
the rapid-transit- undertaking from falling 
into the hands of Tammany politicians 
through the appointment of a commission 
by Mayor Grant. That purpose was legiti- 
mate, for Mayor GRANT does not by his char- 
acter and conduct give assurance that his 
commission would be above the Tammany 
influence. On the contrary, there is a fair 
presumption that, if he were to appoint the 
commission, the undertaking would be made 
to subserve the interests of the Tammany 
Hall power. The Fassett bill afforded the 
needed assurance that the enterprise would 
be kept free from politics by naming a set 
of Commissioners whose character and pur- 
poses were above suspicion and who would 
command the unqualified confidence of the 
community. 2he mere fact that those 
gentlemen were to exercise the powers 
provided for in the bill was enough to ses 
cure for it the approval of the citizens of 
New-York. . 

But this method of constituting the com- 
mission, wise and prudent as it was, sug- 
gested an obstacle which the xzaeasure 
would be likely to encounter in the shape 
of Executive disapproval. In an excep- 
tional matter of this kind, of such vast im- 
portance, and at the same time quite 
apart from the ordinary functions oz mu- 
nicipal administration, there was_no legiti- 
mate place for objection on the ground of 
interference with local self-government. 
Rapid transit involves public rights and 
interests in a very important way, but pro- 
vision for itis not and cannot be a munic- 
ipal matter. It must be accomplished by

Senate. There was believed to be an un- 
derstanding by which it was known by the 
parties thereto in advance who would be 
appointed assuch Commissioners. 

The objection to this arrangement is that, 
while thé politicians might know who the 
Commissioners were to be and might be 
satisfied with them, the public would not 
know. until after the bill had become a law 
and the Commissioners had been appointed. 

Then they might not prove satisfactory. 
If there is distrust of Mayor GRANT’s pos- 
sible appointments, there may also be a 
suspicion of selections made to suit Tom 
Puatr and Gov. Hiz1. The only way in 
which the public oan be assured as to the 
character of the commission is to have its 
composition a part of the bill and as open 
to consideration and discussion as its 
other, provisions. Nothing in the meas- 
ure can be more important than the 
commission,’ for upon that will depend 
the fate’of the whole project. If it is the 

productof a “deal” or a political bargain, 
there will be a danger about as great as 
that of ‘leaving the appointment to the 
Mayor. The Commissioners should be 
known before the lawis passed, and if Gov. 
Hitz is not willing te recognize the public 
rightto-that knowledge, the responsibility 
of defeating rapid transit might as well.be 
left to him. He will all the sooner be rec- 
ognized in his true character as an enemy 
to the highest interests of the public. 


AN EXPENSI VE MEASURE. 


We give in our columns this morning some 
very significant statements by business 
men in this city as to the way in which the 
Republican Tariff bill would work in only a 
few lines of trade. We ask for them the 
careful attention of those who still believe 
that the purpose of the Republican Party 
as now managed is to protect the interests 
of American workingmen. 

Here, for instance, to begin with, is the 
increased duty on enameled ironware. 
It is not very great—from 45 per cent. to 50 
per cent.—or equivalent to 11 per cent. ad- 
ditional. But see what it means. Enam- 
eled ironware has become a necessity 
in nearly all households.. It saves a great 
amount of labor and time in tho care and 
cleaning of cooking vessels of all sorts; it 
is cleanlier, since it does not for a long 
time absorb any of the oils-of food: prepared 
in it; it is much safer for health, 
as it resists the action of acids, 
and in’ consequence of these quali- 
ties it has come into very general 
use. Nearly all of it is made by two-con- 
cerns—one in this State and one,in.St. Louis. 
Of the St. Louis concern the majority of 
the stock is believed to be owned by Mr. 
NIEDRINGHAUS, a Missouri Representative. 
The increase of duty by 11 per cent. is 
just.enough to crush out the competition 
that was beginning to be made with Bo- 
hemian enameled ware. This ware, 
with steel as a foundation, is more 
durable than American ware, is some- 
what finer and more attractive, 
and pays with the duty of 45 per cent. 
freight and expenses amounting in all to 
125 per cent., so that,.as.one of the.import- 


woman buys for 50 cents costs an American 

woman $1 12.” The new Tariff: bill would 

destroy even this.competition, and is solely 

for the benefit.of Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS’S, con- 

cern and'one other at the expense of the 

rest of the American people. 

The new’*bill increases the duties on car- 

pet wools by from 40 to 60 per cent., and 
the duties on carpets still more. The re- 

sult must be that foreign carpets can only 

be bought by the rich, while the cost 
of Americag carpets, such as are. used by 
persons of moderate means, will be neces- 
sarily so much greater that avery large 

proportion of those who now use them will 

have to go without them. It cannot be 
pretended that American manufacturers or 
their workmen will gain by this, for they 

already have practically full possession of 
the home market. They will be hurt by it, 
because the demand in the home market 
will be greatly lessened. Many poor peo- 
ple who now use cheap carpets could 

not afford them at all; a still greater 
number who may still use some 
will have to get on with a smaller 
amount. The manufacturer’s sales will be 
decreased and his expenses, other than for 
labor, will be increased. He cannot employ 
so much labor, and he cannot pay so good 
wages; his own workmen‘:will be injured, 
and all workmen will find their usual com- 
forts of this kind reduced in amouat. On 
the other hand, if the duty on wools had 
been repealed, carpets could have been 
made even cheaper than they now are; the 
demand would have steadily increased; 
more labor would have been em oyed, 
and workingmen generally would have 
been benefited. Those who cannot now 
afford carpets could have them; those 
who now have them could have more, or 
could have the same amount at less cost. 
Which would have been the real “ protec- 
tion” to American industry and American 
workingmen?. . 

A like state of things exists in regard to 
the trade in clothing and the materials of 
clothing. The wools from which these are 
made will be increased in cost by the high- 
er duties in the new tariff, if it becomes a 
law. Adress that can now be had for $10 
will cost $15. That means that many a 
workingwoman and many a workingman’s 
wife or daughters will have to get along

profit to the makers or any more work or 
any ‘hetter wages, if so much, to the 
mili hands. The tax will simply increase 
the cost and cut down the comfort of 
living for the poorer classes. This is not 
only grossly unjust and oppressive, but it is 
stupid, It is done.on the demand of a few 
men who pretend to represent the wool 
growers, but it will not help the wool grow- 
ers. It is more likely to hurt them, - for it 
will check the demand for their wool, 
while-to them, as to all other classes, the 
cost of living will be increased. A like 
blunder is invelved in the tax on tin plates, 
which enterinto a thousand uses all over 
the country. Itis intended to make it pos- 
sible for a few rich iron men in Pittsburg 
to build up the manufacture of tin 
plates. It might do that, though we 
doubt Ht, but at what cost! Not only 
all the countless utensils of tin used 
in every household throughout the country 
but tin roofing and tin cans would have to 
pay tribute tothe greater fortunes of men 
already made rich by the tariff. It seems 
incredible that sane men, calling them- 
selves party leaders and pretending toknow 
what public interests and public opinion 
may demand, should concoct such a scheme, 
which, however flattering it may be to the 
little knot of Pittsburg contributors to the 
campaign funds, will be disgusting to:thou- 
sands who neither buy votes-nor sell them, 
but who-cast them as they think their hon- 
est interests require. 





RUSSIAN PLOTS. 

Tt-is quite natural that all manner of ru- 

mors should arise in Russia on the an- 
nouncement’that the Czar has been seized 
with a.sudden ilness, The “seizure” of a 
Czar by dynamite is the most popular 
method of agitating in Russia for constitu- 
tional government, but there is no reason 
why poison should not equally be resorted 
to if it be available. It is scarcely extrava- 
gant to say that no Russian who has any 
political opinions would see any moral 
wrong in the murder of the Czar if he could 
be satisfied that it would promote the estab- 
lishment.of a.modern and responsible Gov- 
ernment. Political opinions are doubtless 
becoming more prevalent in Russia. Dili- 
gent as are the efforts of the authorities to 
stop upon the frontiers the enlightenment of 
Europe and to prevent it from penetrating 
the interier of ‘‘ Holy Russia,” in the nature 
of the casethey cannot be successful. Of the 
three learned professions known in civil- 
ized countries at least one is necessary in 
Russia. There are no lawyers in the 
country, and this privation dees not ap- 
pear to Americans to be altogether with- 
out its compensations. The priesthood 
in Russia does not require education. 
But Russians must have doctors, and itis 
impossible to give a Russian a medical edu- 
cation, or even the general education which 
is indispensable as a basis to a medical edu- 
cation, without putting fim in the way of 
imbibing ideas that are fatal to his becom- 
ing a model.subject.of an.autocrat. Every 
institution of learning in the empire is nec- 
essarily “‘a hotbed of sedition,” and every 
student is almost necessarily a revolu- 
tionist. 
The military and naval professions are 
absolutely indispensable, not.merely to the 
well-being:of Russians, but to the existence 
of the Russian Empire. Signs have multi- 
plied within the past few years that the 
military education which is necessary to 
enable the Russian Army to hold its own 
in the international competition cazinot be 
imparted without great danger to the 
students’ “loyalty.” Of course, the inter- 
ests of the army itself are identical 
with those of the empire, and the 
great majority of its officers, after they 
are inured to the service, find little 
trouble in accepting the conditions-of their 
service.and making the most-of them. But 
thereis:a:minority, of men-certainly notless 
scrupulous, thoughtful, or patriotic than 
the members of the majority, who-deplore 
the intellectual.and political backwardness 
of theircountry. From deploring it‘to seek- 
ing to amend itis not a very long step,.and 
it isnot wonderful thatthe army and the 
navy should be credibly reported to be 
honeycombed with disloyalty. The naval 
officer who has just committed suicide, 
leaving behind him a letterin which he con- 
fessed his:complicity ina plot against the 
life of the Czar, is by no means the 
first specimen of his class, and he 
is not likely to be the last. It is 
one of the terrible conditions of Rus- 
sian life that a man engaged in an 
attempt at murder may be not less but 
more conscientious than most of the 
people about him. A despotism must be 
“tempered by assassination” or not tem- 
pered at all, and no politieal reform that 
does not begin with a homicide can seem to 
a Russian either important or feasible. A 
Russian officér who allows himself to be led 
by true patriotic zeal inte a ‘reform move- 
ment” is very likely to find himself pledged 
to kill hissevereign. As he is also pledged 
to serve him, he must perceive a divided 
duty, and the only way out of his dilemma 
may seem to him to be the tragical road 
that this naval officer has taken. .The 
Russian character and the Russian envi- 
ronment:produce results that to people of 
lighter natures living under happier con- 
ditions seem incredible in fiction until they 
are indubitably attested by the facts of 
actual life and actual death. 

One of the most tragical of the many 
tragical aspects of the political situation in 
Russia is brought to view by the considera- 
tion that the man whose life is encom- 
passed by plots is not necessarily a cruel or 
even a careless ruler. He is probably not a 
‘very wise man, but a lack of unusual wis- 
dom is not a capital offense except in a 
Czar of Russia. It is very possibly a sense 
of honor alone that prevents him from 
abandoning a post so dangerous and 

so thankless. He is as much a victim 
of his circumstances as the unfortu- 
nate naval officer who found himself 
pledged at once to protect and to 
destroy him, or even more. Even if he 
were a Solomon, the Czar could not devise 
off-hand a form of government under which 
Russia would be better off than it is 
now, and it is upon him that all the respon- 
sibility of legislation rests, which in more 
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the Czar and his advisers might do with- 
out exercising superhuman intelligence or 
courage. They ought at once and definite- 
ty to abandon the “conspiracy of si- 
lence” to which they are committed, 
and to let in the light upon all departments 
of Russian administration. When the 
grievances are known the remedies will 
suggest themselves, as they certainly can- 
not do when all proceedings properly public 
are kept private. The Russian censorship 
is far more dangerous to the empire and to 
the Emperor than the misdeeds of Russian 
officials. While this censorship is main- 
tained and popular indignation is denied 
any outlet, the Russian Government may 
be likened to a steam engine with the:Czar 
sitting on the safety valve. 








THE RING ATTACKED AT HOME. 

Some light is thrown upon the demand 
for a duty on the Mexican silver-lead flux- 
ing ores by a protest from Leadville. The 
demand was first made and has been most 
vigorously pressed by certain persons pe- 
cuniarily interested in the so-called car- 
bonate mines of Colorado, and by men in 
“public life who were induced to aid them. 
In their arguments the most extravagant 
assertions have been made. The country 
has been warned that a failure to impose 
the required duty on these Mexican ores—a 
duty that would be prohibitory—would ut- 
terly prostrate: the entire mining industry 
of the far West, and thus throw many 
thousands of men out of work. 

We have heretofore shown that the de- 
mand was really made in the interest of the 
owners of alittle group of mines out of 
which is taken the domestic supply of flux- 
ing ores like those imported from Mexice. 
The exclusion of the Mexican ores would, 
of course, increase the value of the domes- 
tic ores of the same kind. Smelters must 
have such ores forthe profitable reduction of 
many ores, and if the supply could not be 
increased by importation the owners of the 
carbonate mines of Colorado would have 
the smelters at their mercy. 

The action taken by the meeting at Lead- 
ville is doubly significant because the car- 
bonate mines of Colorado are very near 
that city. The group includes the famous 
Henrietta and Maid Mine, by far the larg- 
est of the producers of the ores in question, 
in which Secretary BLArne has a considera- 
ble pecuniary interest. It was a meeting of 
the representatives of the four smelting 
factories of Leadville, and they adopted 
resolutions protesting against the imposi- 
tion of a duty on the Mexican ores “for 
the reason,” our dispatches say, “that even 
with those ores it is difficult to get lead 
enough to keep the smelters in Colorado 
alive, and that to shut out Mexican lead 
would sooner or later close up every smelter 
in Leadville.” 

These men know that, in spite of:the great 
outcry about the impending paralysis of the 
mining industry to be caused by the use of 
the Mexican ores in competition with the 
similar ores of the Leadville disirict, the 
chief domestic producers of such ores—the 
owners of the Henrietta and Maid Mine— 
made recently a contract for the delivery 
of 150 tons ef ore per day for one year toa 
smelting concern in Pueblo ait better rates 
than they had ever before obtained. Itmay 
be, also, that they have heard that this 
smelting concern, which is to usé so consid- 
erable a quantity of these ores, is controlled 
through lease or otherwise by the National 
At all events, they 
appear to see that their supply of fluxing 
ores will be very small uniess the Mexican 
orés shall be admitted, and for this rea- 
son they join the protesting smelters o 
Kansas and Missouri and of the Southern 
frontier in opposing the carbonate ring.

It was not tobe wondered at that this public

There are 
hardly a dozen measures in it whieh suggest in- 
tense passion. 

The factitious aid of Mme. Batti’s great name 
will not assist the opera materially, for the 
réle is by no meane one of her happiest, if judg- 
ment may be fairly drawn from last evening’s 
performance. It is probable that the famous 
singer was not in the best of spirits. It is cer- 
tain that previous to the bell song she did not 
do herself justice, even 5s ng quite out of 
tune at times. The bell song she gave with fine 
vigor and dash, but her staccati were lacking in 
incisiveness and her roulades were not aa sp k- 
ling a8 usual, Nevertheless, she delighted the 
audience, and at the end of the act she was 
called out half a dozen times and compelled to 
sing her star song, ‘‘ Home, 8weet Home.”

GEN. THOMAS C. ANDERSON, 

Gen. Thomas C, Anderson of St. Landry Pay 
ish, La, died at New-Orleans yesterday morn 
ing of Bright's disease, atter two weeks’ iNness, 
aged seventy years. He wasa giant in stature, 
of genial disposition, and was the central figure 
of the Louisiana Returning Board that in 1874 
seoured Mr. Hayes the Presidential chair, but 
suffered conviction and imprisonment there- 
tor. He was born in 
Va., and went to Louisiana in 1939, 

After a brief period in the commereial house 
of Maunsel White he settled in W 
La., where as merchant and planter he met 
with success and acquired gp Wéalth, which 
was, however, lost duri hé w —— 
sented St. Landry contintipusly In lat- 
ure from 1852 to 1876, under the cieection 
law of 1868 was appointed as one 
cratic members of the Re 
was Major General of State milt 
ment of the Governor of the State re the 
war.

HILL AND THE LABOR MEN, 


Though Gev. Hill found it a very easy matter 
to pick up his little pen and put his veto on the 
Saxton Ballot-Reform bill, there must have, at 
the time of the vetoing, passed before his 
mind’s eye a picture that should, or might, 
have raised a question in his mind as to 
the policy or the action.

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NOT A MAN TO BE TRUSTED 


MAYOR ORESTHS OLEVELAND'S 
BAD RECORD. 
HIS DISHONESTY SHOWN BY AN AFPi- 
DAVIT OF RECEIVER YOUNG OF 
THE DIXON ORUCIBLE COMPANY, 


TRENTON, N. J., April 2.—If an impartial 
Diographer should ever attempt to write the 
life of Orestés Cleveland, present Mayor of 
Jersey City and candidate for re-election, he 
would findin the records of this State some 
mighty interesting material. By it he would be 
abie te show that a man of bland exterior, great 
ambition, and pious pretense could be guilty of 
acts that have caused many people to regard 4 
him asaswindler, for whose punishment the 
law provides the method. 

The story of Cleveland’s real estate specula- 
tions in Jersey City are hardly new. That he 
some years ago bought, through the firm of 
Fowler, Crampton & Co. of Now-York, a plede 
of land known as the Harrison oerato and sought 
to sell it to Jersey City, and, failing in that, to 
Hudson County, ata very high price, has been 
talked over a greatdeal. The Board of Alder- 
men of the city, the Boara of Freeholders of the 
county, the Legislature of the State, and the 
courts ef the Ssate and the United States were 
all “worked” or appealed to in Oleveland’s 
effoit to make bis speculation successful. But 
all his efforts failed, and at the beginning of tho 
year 1881 the Dixon Crucible Company, of 
which Cleveland was President, and whose 
credit had been. used to a tremendous extent in 


- speculation, went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

It was after the appointment of the receiver 
that the facts about Oleveland’s abuse of bis 
trust came out, They make an amasing record. 
Had Oleveland been content to retire and keep 
silenés, many of théée facts would arene 
never havé gone upon the receri. ut be is 
not of are g disbosition, and hie efforts to 
repossess himself of property which he had 
wrecked resulted in a pretty complete official 
exposure. 

The Dixon Crucible Company fetled Jan. 4, 
1881, and Edward F. ©. Young, now President 
of the First National Bank of Jersey City, was 
ap iver, and has since conducted i 
business with apparent suecess. Mr. Clevelan 
must have realized how Fuinous hig manage- 
ment had bee, yet in 1883 he be 38 efforts 
to get his hands upon it. In July ef that year 
he seems to have had a new Board of Directors 
elected, and 5, ‘ery filed g petition in 


Chancery, directed | to ancellor Theodore 
unyon, asking that in place of the receiver 


Trustees be appointed by thé Chancellor from 
the company’s Board of Directors. 

The petition set forth that Theodore F. Ran- 
Rolph, Jerome D. Gillett, William Hogencamp,

George A. Smith, ana Orpstes 
been unanimously elected Directors by the 
stockholders at the election ordered by the 
court, “a large majority of the entire stock of 
the company having beén voted in their favor, 
and no votes cast against them.” The petition 
urged that these persons were *‘ perseaaily in- 
terested to a very lange extent in saving the 
property,” and weré willing to give bonds and 
serve as Trustees without dompensation, and 
the salary allowed the receiver would be saved, 
and that the business of the company woald be 
more prosperous in their hands than in the 
hands of a receiver. The petition argues the 
case at some length, and is attested by the 
affidavits of Orestes Cleveland and others. 

This petition called for an answer from Ke- 
ceiver Young, and it ®in that answer that the 
damning evidence against Orestes Cleveland is 
fonnd.

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ASSESSING HIS POLICEMEN 


FEENEY’S SOHHEMB TO RAISE 
OAMPAIGN FUNDS. 

EVERY OFFICER ON JERSEY CITY'S 
FORCE MADE TO “GIVE UP” $5 FoR 
MAYOR CLEVELAND'S BENEFIT. 

When John Patrick Feeney’s demoralized 
policemen walked up to the desk yoster- 
day to draw their monthly pay, they were 
informed in tones well known to them all 
that they were expected to leave $5 with 
their Captains for campaign purposes, more 
particularly to aid in the re-election of that 
eminent tool of the ring, Orestes Cleveland. 
In the Second and Third Precinojs, which 
are controlled by Capts. Smith and MeNulty 
respectively, this compulsory contribution cre- 
aied no little dissatisfaction among the police, 
and several of them were heard to express 
their protests in no uncertain way. , 

In the light of recent events it is difficult to 
picture one of Feeney’s policemen posing as & 
martyr of the tyrannical despotism of his boss, 
and yet that is just what ocourred yesterday in 
more precincts than one. These policemen who 
have any sense of honor left feel, 20% unnat- 
wrally, that they do enough work for Feeney 
*‘on the outside,” without being called upon to 
contribute any part of their salaries to serve his 
ends. They feel that an officer whose time and 
energy are devoted to the sale of Feeney’s beer 
cannot in reason be asked todo more. Henes 
in several instances they made a quiet protest, 
bat they paid over their $5 just the same. if 
any officer had been possessed of sufficient 
temerity and courage to refuse to comply with 
this extortion Feeney would have discharged 
him before nightfall. The “lofty purposes” of 
Jersey City’s police force cannot tolerate any 
spirit of this sort. The officers were to pay or 
geiout. They pai 

By means of this obvious blackmail Feeney 
is suabied to supply hiseompantions in politics 
with a Very neat sum, and the ringsters who 
have Mayor Cleveland's election at heart are 
thas exgabled to buy a good many votes. There 
are 175 patrolmen on the force, 30 Sergeants, 
and 7 Captains, whose joint contributions, at 
the rate of $5 a head, will amount to nearly 
$1,100. The Sergeants and Captains will be 
required to be a little more generous than the 
patroimen, and so the fund will doubtless 
Yeach $1,500. Considering the methods by 
which his campaign 1s to be conducted, per- 
haps it is not so surprising after ail that Mayor 
Cleveland should pronounce Feeney to be 4 
nice, clean, an@ worthy officer. It would be a 
Risplay of marvelous ingratitude in the Mayor 
to prefer eharges azainst the man to whose 
rassally schemes he owes his hopes for re- 
election. 

“ And after all,” said ‘‘Paddy” O'Neall, when 
s0me of the kickers complained to. him yester- 
day, “ what elee can ye do? Sure,‘when [ rau 
tor the Legislature I made my friends fork over 
$4,700, and when { got to be Alderman it cost 
*em $2,600. Pay aown yer stuff and say noth- 
dn’.” ‘This sagacious bit of practical politics 
from the lips of Feeney’s assoviate and adviser 
silenced the whilum kickers, ana ata late hour 
last night she fund was inereasing rapidly. It 
was a red-letter day for the ringsters, and 
Feeney strutted about under his new honors 
Wits no small pride, Thus does he reward in 
secret the Mayor who has befriended him 
opealy. A : 

** When I pender over this new infamy,” said 
one of the respectable taxpayers yesterday 
with reference to Feeney’s blackmail, ‘‘ I’m in- 
clined to think that the recent disclosures of 
domora}ization among the police’are rather due 
to tueir poverty than to their inbred rascality. 
This sert of extoxtion may have been — on 
tor long time. The policemen may have 
tounti themeelves so reduced by Feency’s assess- 
mepts that thay must needs steal or starve. 
Tasing all things into consideration, Feoney 
and Feeney alone is responsibie for the theft in 
John Reid’s flower beds, for the drunken bru- 
tauty of Officer Conklin, and for all the other 
Violations of which his hirelings have been 
found guilty.” From other sources similar ex- 
pressions were heard, and before night the hon- 
est men of Jersey City were fully convinoed 
that the safety of their lives and properties was 
again threatened with a serious blow dealt by 
the scoundrel Feeney. 

Another instance of Feeney’s well-planned 
schemes to aid the election of Mayor Cleveland 
leaked out yesterday. Kunowing that the pop- 
ular outcry against Officer Conklin would not 
last long, several of the indignant citizens 
made inquiry as to when he was to be brought 
to trial tor his drunken assault upon Mr. 
Bharpe. They were informed that the Police 
Coumissioners would not act on the ease until 





after the election. This barefaced effort to 
pide-track the case until public opinion could 
not affect the election was 80 palpable that 
much indignation was freely expressed, and 
Feeney was deservedly denounced. But it soon 
developed that not only had the Conklin case 
been postponed until after the election, but so 
had the Cooper case, and that of Officers Mur- 
phy, Skiff. and Finlay, each one of whom is ac- 
sused of aserioas violation of the laws he is 
Bapposed to guard, 
ihere is no excuse for this delay, and none is 
attempted. All the Police Commissioners are 
in the city, with nothing to do except to act on 
the business of their offices. Public outery and 
the discipline of the force demand that the 
thieves anu rufiians who violate their trusts 
shouid be summarily punished. Yet Feeney, 
the enemy of ell righteousness and the friend 
of all infamy, permits them to roam at their 
will until some timein the dim future when 
the eye of the public is not upon him. His ac- 
tien in this casé revalls his action in that of 
Officer Connolly, who was found drunk while 
ou duty. Instead of promptly dismissing him 
from the force Feeney put off the case until 
the public had forgotten it, and then he rein- 
Blaied him without the slightest punishment. 
Astonishing as it may, seem, aa effort is being 
made by Feeney’s friends, who act presumably 
for Feeney himself, to induce John Reid to 
witndraw his suit against Ofticer Oooper. The 
motive in this surprising attempt to screen a 
misérable thief is not difficuit te understand, 
but that it sbould be done openly, and with 
Foeney’s sanction, is indeed a remarkable evi- 
dence of the wretched rascality to which the 
Police Commissioner has fallen. Mr. Reid has 
been approached by_a number of Feeney’s 
friends, among them Inspector Clark, but fort- 
unately for the cause of justice, he firmly re- 
Zuses to abate his prosecution. He says the 
cepredations done by Officer Cooper jn his 
flower beds have caused at least $1,000 dam- 
uges, and he proposes to have somebody pun- 
ished. But there are no immediate signs of 
euy activity on the part of the Commissioner, 
and Officer Cooper may yet go unpuvished. 
Meanwhile the people of Jersey City are await- 
ing in Momentary anticipation some new evi- 
dence of lawlessness among the police, 
Indignstion has become universal among the 
honost people of Jersey City recently, and 
Feeney comes in for the lion’s share of the 
censure that he so richly deserves. Inquiry is 
made almost daily why there is no pdlice pro- 
tection at the New-Jersey Central station. The 
fact that Feeney removed the station police be- 
cause the station restaurant would not buy his 
beer has been explained in THE TimzES. But 
that explanation seems to have had no effect 
ip the way of righting the wrong. Not a day 
passes but that some violations of law are com- 
mitted there, an obvious result of the absence 
of the police. Green goods men and crooks of 
all kinds have chosen this means of entry and 
exit cutof Jersey City. They cluster around 
the station like flies around molasses, and the 
police are needed perhaps oftener than at any 
other place in the city. . 
Such ts the penalty for deolining to pur- 
chase beer of the P@lice Commissioner. t 
Sunday Feeney mus —— call upon ene 
of the prominent itizens of Jersey city, r. 
Frank O. Cole, an@ took oceasion to deny that 
he had removed the police from the station. 
He said his fellow-Commissioner Kelly had 
done it. This isa difference’twixt tweediedum 
and tweedledee, for it was Commissioner Keily 
who accompanied Feeney on the Gay he at- 
tempted to sell his beer to the restaurant, and 
it was Kelly wno lent his assistance to Feeney 
jn endeavoring to make that deal. Tt seems 
hard on Commissioner Kelly, but in this affair 
he stands in the same light as Feeney himself. 
While Feeney, togethér with “ Larry” Fagan 
and ‘* Denny” McLaughlin, oooupied their pri- 
vate box at a notorious dance hall in Hoboken 
Tuesday night the services of the Police Com- 
mixssiontr might have been employed with good 
e ens whioh 
intest Jersey City. At the corner of Grove anda 
Grand streets he would have found one of his 
policemen pacing up and down in front of a 
gone of “stiff” proportions. This is the neigh- 
orbood where Sheriff Davis once owned and 
condneted a notorious house. It was re- 
owned then and it is renowned now, 
eeney knows as much about its existenee 
to-day as do its nightly visitors. Byt there 
seems to be a magic circle drawn about these 
pee. andit was coneerniug this very circle 
het Judge Knapp invoked the investigations of 
the Grand Jury.

METHODS OF THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S 
OFFICE SEVERELY CRITICISED. 


Recorder Smyth, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, had cause yesterday to oriticise severoly 
the District Attorney’s office and the woeful 
carelessness that is shown so often in the serv- 
ing of subpe@nas upon witnesses, In Part IIL, 
where the Recorder is sitting this term, case 
after case was ealled, but very few witnesses 
were present. When the calendar had been 
called the Recorder turned to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and said thatif proof of 
service of subpoenas was offered he would issue 
attachments against the witnesses. ‘' There 
does not appear to be such proof, your 
Honor,” replied Mr, Jerome, 

**Send down to the clerk’s office and see what 
is the matter,” said the Recorder. 

“T have,” replied Mr, Jerome, ‘and there 
does not seem to be any one there.” 

Then the Recorder addressed the jurdrs pres- 
ent. ‘Gentlemen, about fifty of you are here 
at an expense of about $100 a day to the tax- 
payers of this oity,” he said, ‘You are all 
men of business, who are here for the purpose 
of attending to the public business of this 
court, To-day we have had some eight cases 
presented upon the calendar, and a report is 
made fromthe Diatrict Attorney’s office that 
not a single witness on the | ac of the people 
has beer personally served with process so 
that this court would be enabled te go on and 
perform its duty, I think thatis a very dis- 

raceful report to come from the office of the 

istrict Attorney, who is furnished by the tax- 
payers with more than enough of men at large 
salaries for the purpose of procuring the at- 
tendance of witnesses, On one occasion not 
long since I found that this kind of conduct was 
indulged in by people who were employad by 
the taxpayers.to serve subpcnas and procure 
the attendance of witnesses, and [I then threat- 
ened that if a stop was not put to such conduct 
and if there was not some reform I would deem 
it my duty to call the attention of the Grand 
Jury to the fact. 

“It is a disgrace in the administration of the 
Distriet Attorney’s office, with the large num- 
per of men it has—sometimes the hall is so thick 
with them that you can hardly pass through— 
that itis impossible for them to serve subpo- 
nas, 80 that the time of this court may be oocu- 
pied and the public business properly attended 
to. Lregret that, with the City Prison full ana 
an immense number of cases to be tried, your 
time andthe public time should be wasted. 
You wiil have to be discharged until to-morrow 
at 11 o’elock.” 

The remarks of the Recorder at election time, 

when the same atate of things prevailed two or 
three times, were productive of the suspension 
of the clerk in charge of the subpmna servers, 
and he aiterward resigned. Now this branch 
of the District Attorney’s office is under the 
charge of Clerk Thomas Costigan. Mr. Costi- 
gan yesterday said he was sure that witnesses 
were present in at Jeast four of the cases. The 
trouble in the others was owing to the failure 
of a subpoena server for Part IIL, named James 
Driscoll, to report that he was sick, so that 
some one else could do hig work. — 
Col. Fellows said that he had nothing to gay, 
except that ifthe Recorder had said that the 
ball was filled with men of his staff it was un- 
true. They must have been court officers who 
stood around. 








FAILURE IN DRY GOODS. 





THE FIRM OF F. R. TOWNSEND & CO. 
SUSPEND—LIABILITIES $225,000. 


Another failure in the wholesale dry goods 
trade—the fourth in the pastfew weeks—was an- 
nounced yesterday, the unfortunate firm being 
F. R. Townsend & Co., dry goods eommission 
merchants at 73 Worth-street. The partners, 
Frederick R. Townsend, William M. Richards, 
Jr., and Charles H. Wade, made an assignment 
to James F. Young of Philadelphia, giving a 
preferenes to John & James Dobson of Phila- 
delphia for whatever amount may be due on 
$42,696 after erediting whatever amount is 
realized upon certain elaims, demands, and 


book accounts assigned to the Messrs. Dobson 
on April 1 as collateral security. 

Bradstreet's reports state that Mr. Townsend, 
the senior partner, has been connected with 
the commission woolen dry goods business for 
many years. He was formerly of Wheelwright, 
Anderson & Co., then of Chase, Stewart & Co., 
and for seven years of Keyser, Townsend & 
Co. The latter firm was succeeded Jan. 1, 1884, 
by F. R. Townsend & Co., composed of F. k. 
Townsend and D. B. Brigham. The latter 
withdrew Nov. 30, 1888, and Mr. Townsend 
admitted as partners Messrs. Richards and 
Wade, who had been in his employ for a number 
of years. It was said that they putin jointly 
$10,000 capital and Mr. Townsend $115,000, 
making a Claimed capital of $125,000. 

Besides the above, Mr. Townsend owned his 
residence, 35 East Thirty-third-street, vaiued at 
$40,000, mortgaged for $11,000, and $10,000 
stock in the Norwalk Mills. The firm were the 
selling agents forthe Norwalk Mills and also 
for John & James Dobson of Philadelphia. The 
tirm have a branch in Philadelphia, but only 
carried sample pieces there. Mr. Young, the 
assignee, has been the firm’s representative in 
Philadelphia. He said yesterday that, as faras 
he could see, he did not think the failure would 
bea bad one, lt was caused principally by in- 
vesting money in the Cayuga Mills of Auburn, 
N. Y., and overadvances. The iiabilities wouid 
probably amount to $225,000, of which amount 
there was about $135,000 paper out. He could 
give no idea of the value of the assets at present.

SHERIFF SIOKLES STIOKS T 
: THE LAW. “2 
DEPUTY ANDERSON RESIGNS RATHER 
THAN SERVE ORDERS OF ARREST— 
THE WORK OF THE GRAND JURY. 


The professed and very evident determina- 
tion of the new Sheriff to run his office accord- 
ing to law has raised a pretty row among his 
deputies. “No fees but those which the law 
ajlows” is evidently a pill they find it very hard 
to swallow after having been allowed for years 
to take whatever they could get. 
Their dissatisfaction “came to a head yester- 
day. Gen. Sickles ordered that the Order of 
Arrest Department be done’ away with. He 
wanted the busiuess of that department gmal- 
gamated with the rest of the business of the. 
Office. 
This order put the work of serving orders of 
arrest upon the Sheriff's half dozen deputies. 
Yesterday morning Deputy Sheriff Charles An- 
derson, who has been in the office for five years, 
received a bundle of ‘orders of arrest to serve, 
Mr. Anderson immediately got on his dignity. 
He said he would not serve as an order of arrest 
clerk and as a Deputy Sheriff teo, and then and 
there resigned. Then the papers were given to, 
Joel Stevens. He, too, made a vigorous protest, 
but he served the papers. 
Until the olose of the day the air about the 
Sheriff's office was filled with rumors that 
everybody about the office was resigning. No- 
body except Anderson did resign, however, 
though Deputy Roday 8. Brassel refused a re- 
appointment under the new régime, 
There was a general air of depression about 
the office, however, and it is generally conceded 
that with the present prospect of an adminis- 
tration of Sheriff’s duties according to law the 
lot of adeputy will not bea happy one unless 
a new system of compensation is introduced. 
For instance, when an order of arrest is now 
served, the deputy can coileot $3 10 if a bond ia 
furnished, Ifno bond is furnished then there 
is no fee. Under the old régime this $3 10 was 
almost invariably “augmented” (augmented is 
@ charitable word to use) by a tip of $10 from 
the lawyer in the case. Of course lawyers will 
—* pay this $10 now that they do not have to 
0 80. 
The disturbance does not seem to worry Gen. 
Bickies atall. “Iam going torun my Office in 
strict accordance with the code,” he said, 
“which says that any deputy who accepts other 
than a legal fee 1s guilty of a misdemeanor. 
My deputies shall not commit misdemeanors if 
Ican belp it. All fees earned according to law 
by the Sheriff or his deputies in executing or 
carrying out any order of cours my deputies 
shall have. If wish to retain none of them for 
myself. 
“It is unfortunate that these lezakfees do 
not furnish a proper compensation to the dep- 
uties, but that does not warrant me in permit- 
ting them. to accept illegal fees. Lintend to 
prepare a proper statement for the Legislature, 
and to see if some new system of paying the 
deputies cannot be secured, which will allow 
the office to be run according to law, and at the 
same time give the deputies a chance to make 
a decent living. 
* One thing I am determined upon, and that 
is torun my office according to law. have 
made the code my Bible. I sleep on it. What 
itsays Ioan and should do I willdo. Whatit 
says I cannot dol will not do or permit te de 
done. If my deputies resign because nothing 
but proper fees are allowed them, that is not 
my fault, but the fault of the law.” 


The Grand Jury for the March term will fin- 
ish their labors to-day. They will probably 
hand in an additional presentment in regard to 
the Sheriff's office as well as in regard to the 
Tombs and Ludiow-S8treet Jail. They have had 
a busy month of it, but they will leave plenty 
of subject matter for examination by the April 
Grand Jury. 

The new Grand Jury will be sworn in before 
Judge Cowing next Monday. 


NO SUNDAY STAGES. 


COL. SHEPARD WINS ON ONE POINT AND 
LOSKS ANOTHER, 


Col. Elliott F. Shepard’s application for per- 
mission to extend his Fifth-avenue stage route 
and charge passengers 10 cents aride was be 
fore the Sinking Fund Commissioners again 
yesterday. The Controller had reported in 
favor of the application, but he suggested as 
one of the conditious that the stages should run 
on Sunday. Recorder Smyth agreed with him. 
“Tdon’t think,” said he, “that it is any more 
sinful to ride to church in an omnibus than in 
one’s own carriage.” He added that he had 
been told that ‘‘certain persons” were inter- 
ested in both the Madison-avenue horse car 
line and the stage company. Thereupon the 
Colonel shook his head in protest. The Kecoraer 
moved that running on Sunday be one of the 
conditions, and he and the Controller voted in 
favor of that motion, while the Mayor, Alder- 
man Storm, and Chamberlain Crain voted 
against it. 

So the Sunday clause was stricken out, and 
this made the Colonel happy. He found cause 
fer sorrow, hewever, in the action taken on the 
ten-eent fare slause. Alderman Storm and the 
Controller favored it, but the Mayor, the Re- 
corder, and the Chamberlain voted against it. 
The resolutions permitting the extension of the 
route to Desbrosses-Street Ferry and Broadway 
and Ninth-street were then ordered to be sent 
to the Corperation Counsel. They will be 
finally adopted ata meeting to be held next 
Wedanenday afternoon.

Mk. BRADHUKST'’S WILL, 








HIS WIFE SUES THE EXECUTORS FOR 
AN ANNUAL INCOME oF $10,000. 


About a year ago Thomas C. P. Bradhurst, 
avery popular and well-known clubman, died. 
The filing of his will created a sensation by 
disclosing the fast that Bradhurst, who had 
always passed as a baehelor, was a Benedick. 
The will, made in May, 1884, provided for the 
payment of $3,000 a year to Mra.

HIS SOUL “TO THAT MYSTERIOUS SOURCE 
' FROM WHICH IT CAME.” | 


The will ef the late Reuben M. Potter, the 
historian of fifty years ago, was filed in the 
Surrogate’s Court, Brooklyn, yeaterday. The 
document was written by the testator, and the 


larger part of itis given up to the following 
confession of faith: 
“I give back my soul to the mysterious source 
of life and mind from which it came, and m 
body to the elements from which it is derived. · 
die in the faith of The Unknown God, of whom 
Saul of Tarsus knew as little a8 I do, but I be- 
lieve that the Creative Power I refer to, whether, 
properly speaking, an element with personal attri- 
butes or a personality with elementary qualities, 
is the Great Mind from which Earthly Mind ema- 
nates, and the Source of the Law of Nature 
and of Development, and, whether Individual or 
not, is the Head Spring of the Vast Flood of in 
dividuality which flows threugh Creation. I 
die in the belief of that unknowable but cred- 
ible future state for at least the nest 
order of Individual Human Mind, which the in- 
spiration of Human Instinct commends to our 
breast, for that instinct denies that the Oreator 
would ever have doomed His mightiest work to 
early extinction. Father of Spirits! leave not our 
souls in the dust! 
“In what I have before set forth I willingly fol- 
low a veperable and, on the whole, a commendable 
custom, thatof prefaciug a will with a confession of 
faith, for, though it often seemed to give an ad, 
hesion to superstitious error, it fulfilled a natural 
desire on the testator to declare and justify by ex- 
ample what he believed to be truth” 
Mr. Potter bequeaths his manuscripts to 
Gen. James, B. Fry, Vice President of the Mill 
tary Service Institution, in trust for the ineti- 
tution. His personal property. with the 
exception of enough money to erect a monu- 
ment over his grave, he gives to his niece, 
Miss Julia P. Barron. Ina codicil he provides 
that on the headstone over his grave shall be 
this inscription: 
‘* Heed thou who yet livest, 
Give thy body to the living and leave the dead 
in devout trust 
to the nnknown God, 
Till thou, too, shalt hopefally 
fold thy hands 
with the silent multitude.” 
The names of all the deceased members of 
his family are to be placed on the other side of 
the stone. 


AN APPROPRIATION VOTED.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION MAY 
NEW HEADQUARTERS. 


The Board of Education is to Rave a new 
headquarters. Yesterday the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, at its meeting in the 
Mayor’s office, decided to appropriate $130,000 
for the site of the building at Fifty-ninth-street 


and Park-avenue. This action was taken with 
the understanding that the School Commis- 
sioners provide sufficient accommodations for 
scholars by the beginning of the Fall term. 
The Mayor would not agree to the appropria- 
tion under any other condition. It came out at 
the meeting that in the Nineteenth Ward alone 
there are 1,200 children unprovided for. 

It was suggested that theold Hebrew Orphan 

Asylum at Seventy-seventh-street and Thirda- 
avenue might be used for schoo! purposes. Com- 
missioner De Voe said that it eould be had ona 
thirty-seven-years’ lease for $7,000 a year. 
The stees would spend $30,000 in improv- 
ingit. The grounds on which this building 
stands belong to the city, and the asylum au- 
thorities pay but $1 yearly for the unexpired 
portion of a ninety-seven years’ lease, and the’ 
Board of Estimate will discuss the matter a 
long time before giving $7,000 a year for prop- 
erty which is held by the asylum authorities 
under this annualrental. The Controller was 
instructed to issue bonds to raise the $230,000 
appropriated for the new headquarters. 
At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday the special committee having sharge 
of the site for the headquarters building was 
authorized to engage a reputable architect to 
prepare plans and submit them to the board.
